Hunt for rapist as 
woman attacked 

Man puts victim through two-hour ordeal after offering help

A CHINESE woman has been repeatedly 
raped after a night out in Northampton. 

Police have released an e-fit image of 
the man believed to have carried out the 
horrifying two-hour ordeal, which saw 
the victim attacked three times in a car on 
Saturday morning. 

After leaving NBs nightclub in Bridge 
Street feeling unwell at around 2.40am, 
the 22-year-old sat outside but was 
befriended by a man who offered to look 
after her. 

The man was between 5ft 5ins to 5ft 9ins 
tall, aged in his early twenties and of slim 
build. He had shoulder-length pleated 
hair, worn in a dreadlocks style and thick 
lips. 

He walked the woman across Bridge 
Street and along Francis Jetty towards the 
St Peter’s Way car park. 

Once at the car park, the man seated the 
woman in the front seat of a light- 
coloured four-door saloon car, revealed 
yesterday as a 3 Series BMW made 
between 1991 and 1998. 

The woman, who is not that familiar 
with Northampton, was then driven by 
the man to a dead-end location, with no 
buildings but surrounded by iron railings. 

At this location, she was raped three

times in the car and the woman was then 
dropped back in the town centre. 

She was asked to leave the vehicle at the 
junction of York Road and St Edmund’s 
Road. By now, the time was around 
5.15am. The woman told two passers-by 
that she had been attacked and they 
helped her raise the alarm. Police were 


called and the woman was taken to 
Northampton General Hospital. 

Detective Chief Inspector Ian Oliver, of 
the Major Investigations Team, said he 
had received information from members 
of the public. 

He said: “We have received some infor¬ 
mation from members of the public 
about this incident, however, I would 
appeal for anyone who may recognise the 
description of this man to contact us as a 
matter of urgency. 

“I would particularly like to speak to 
anyone who may have seen this man, 
described as black or of dual heritage, 
between 5ft 5ins and 5ft 9ins tall, aged in 
his early 20s and of slim build. 

“He had shoulder length pleated or 
dreadlocked hair that was swept back, 
small eyes and distinctively thick lips. 

“I would like to speak to anyone who 
may have seen a man matching this 
description in the town centre, either on 
his own or as part of a group, between 
10pm on Friday night and 3.30am on 
Saturday morning, particularly in Bridge 
Street, the Drapery and the St Peter’s Way 
car parks area.” 

Officers are in the process of inspecting 
CCTV footage from the town centre as 
part of their enquiries as well as speaking 
to those witnesses who have come for¬ 
ward.

D-Day for councils 

Finance chief hopes to save front-line services 

ONE HUNDRED million pounds 
of savings are needed in the next 
four years as the county council 
sets its budget. 

Cllr Bill Parker, cabinet member 
for finance, is confident that 
despite indications no more 
money will be made available from 
Central Government, the savings 
laid out in the budget will be 
enough to keep them from harm¬ 
ing front-line services. 

Cllr Parker said: “This budget is of 
vital importance for the year 
ahead. It sets the trend for the next 
four years where we have got to 
save £100million. 

“It is a lot of money to spend, but 
when you think about the Gross 
Revenue Budget being £lbillion a 
year, saving £100million should be 
achievable. 

“We feel we that whichever party 
is in power after the General 
Elections will leave us with cuts to 
local government funding, just 
because there is no money around. 

Lib Dems ready to put forward their ideas 

pie are still able to get to work. 
With a budget put forward by 
the Conservatives, the people of 
Northamptonshire must be 
lacking in faith in the county 
council.” 

Cllr Chris Stanbra, deputy 
leader of the Lib Dems said: 
“Our budget seeks to demon¬ 
strate fairness and efficiency 
and to protect valuable mem¬ 
bers of our community. 

“We believe that the adminis¬ 
tration’s proposal of a 3.5 per 
cent tax increase puts them in 
danger of breaking the capping 
limit. It also breaks the 
Conservative’s pledge to keep 
council taxes below inflation. 

“We are putting forward addi¬ 
tional growth items, re-instat- 
ing some of the Conservative 
cuts, making additional savings 
from the council’s base budget 
and removing some of the more 
extravagant Conservative 
expenditure proposals. 

“Our proposals mean a reallo¬ 
cation of scarce council resour¬ 
ces away from backroom 
bureaucracy and into frontline 
services. 

“The result would be a council 
with more efficient, better value 
for money services.” 


AN ALTERNATIVE budget with 
lower council tax, no cuts to the 
Music Service and the abolition 
of academy school proposals 
will be proposed today as the 
county council reaches D-Day. 

The Liberal Democrats were 
set to put forward their own 
budget for consideration at a 
meeting this morning with a 
council tax increase of 2.9 per 
cent, rather than the 3.5 per 
cent proposed by the 
Conservative administration. 

Other features of their budget 
include £375,000 to be spent on 
repairing pavements in the 
county, £150,000 on evening 
bus services and £600,000 on 
supporting secondary schools 
which are under performing. 

Conservative proposals to cut 
£820,000 from the Winter 
Maintenance, Highways and 
Street Lighting budget would be 
reversed, while £407,000 would 
be saved on cancelling paper 
versions of the council’s 
in-house magazines. 

Cllr Brendan Glynane, leader 
of the Lib Dems said: “Our 
alternative is looking at some of 
the budget that the Conserv¬ 
atives should have been looking 
at, and making some of the 



changes in areas that we think 
that, as a county council, we 
should be looking after. 

“For example, if we were to 
keep having the sort of weather 
we are having now, we need to 
ensure that we are able to keep 
the schools open and that peo- 


“We have tried desperately to 
limit the cuts to the main services 
such as young people and adult 
care services, and we have tried to 
make sure that we can make sav¬ 
ings in other areas to protect that.” 

A 3.5 per cent tax increase has 
threatened to put a cap on the level 
of funding the administration will 
receive in the future, but Cllr 
Parker believes this will not be a 
problem. 

He said: “When we took over five 
years ago we said that we would 
keep council tax at or below the 
rate of inflation. 

“When we won the elections last 
May, we were in the middle of a 
recession so we had to keep the 
rates realistic but as low as we 
could. 

“I do not think that our increase 
will cause us to be capped. The 
average tax increase in the country 
is around 3.5 per cent, so that 
means some are higher, while 
some are lower.”

Backing given to increase police tax share 


HOUSEHOLDS will pay 47p per 
day for their police services after 
authority members approved a 
3.5 per cent increase in its share 
of council tax. 

The increase, which is in line 
with inflation, means a B and D 
taxpayer in Northamptonshire 
will pay £193.20 a year. Two 
thirds of households fall within 
Bands A - C and will pay £171.73 
a year or less. 

Deirdre Newham, Chair of the 
Police Authority, said: “The 
Authority is committed to 
ensuring that the people of 
Northamptonshire receive an 
effective and efficient police 
service. 

“The increase in council tax 
that has been agreed today has 
taken into account decreases in 


Government funding, projected 
increases in population growth 
in the coming years and the 
Force’s overriding priority of 
building public trust and confi¬ 
dence in local policing.” 

The increase will contribute 
towards the £122.2 million Police 
Authority budget for the next 
financial year. 

The revenue budget will be 
supplemented by an additional 
£600,000 from the Police 
Authority reserves and £77.5 mil¬ 
lion from Government grants (an 
increase of 2.68 per cent on the 
previous year). 

Alongside the revenue increase, 
the Authority has also identified 
the need to make savings of £3.6 
million during 2010/11, given the 
financial pressures being faced 


by organisations across the pub¬ 
lic sector. 

Mrs Newham added: “The 
Force and Authority have 
listened hard to our 
communities, and we will do our 
best to ensure that the public 
receive the very best service from 
Northamptonshire Police. 

“To that end the Force is 
conducting a significant review 
of its structures and processes, to 
ensure it is configured in the best 
way to return officers to the 
frontline and deliver excellent 
local policing while finding 
savings. We have set demanding 
efficiency targets for both next 
year and the following two years 
as we recognise that value for 
money is essential to our 
taxpayers.”

TODAY, both the 
Borough and County 
Councils will announce 
their budgets for the 
upcoming year. 

The Conservative 
administration in charge 
at County Hall look set to 
announce a 3.5 per cent 
tax increase, while their 
Liberal Democrat 
neighbours at the 
Guildhall will increase tax 
by 2.47 per cent. 
However, both 
opposition groups - Lib 
Dems in County Council, 
Conservatives in 
Borough Council - have 
revealed their own 
budgets which rival their 
counterparts.

A ‘SENSIBLE budget’ has 
been laid out at Northam¬ 
pton Borough Council. 

A tax increase of 2.47 per 
cent will see residents pay 
£5.06 more per year, while 
the council looks to save £4.4 
million. 

Liberal Democrat Borough 
Councillor for Boughton 
Green and finance spokes¬ 
person, David Perkins, said: 
“This is a sensible budget 
that takes account of local 
people’s views, expressed at 
our face-to-face public meet¬ 
ings. It also sets a much lower 
level of Council Tax increase 
than County Hall. 

“This year alone, we will be 
making £4 million of efficien¬ 
cies. By working with the 
public, private and charita¬ 
ble sectors to deliver services 
in the medium-term, we will 
be able to safeguard the 
Council’s most important 
services from the post-elec¬ 
tion axe. 

“Highlights of our budget 
include ring-fencing our 
£600,000 support to local 
charities and freezing car 
parking charges for every¬ 
day shoppers. 



“In contrast, the Tories’ 
effort sees an inflation-bust¬ 
ing Council Tax hike and a 
£100,000 splurge on You 
Choose. 

“Frankly, they should try 
talking to taxpayers, rather 
than getting PR professionals 
to do it for them. 

“The year ahead won’t be 
easy for the Guildhall, but 
will be much tougher for 
County Hall. 

“By failing to take the struc¬ 
tural decisions to correct the 
Council’s finances, the 
County Council is piling on 
the pressure to local schools, 
roads and social services.” 


Tories propose tax freeze and more cash for services 


OPPOSITION leader 
Cllr David Palethorpe 
has spoken out against 
senior managers at the 
borough council as the 
Conservatives revealed 
their alternative 
budget. 

Information 
obtained by the group 
from Northampton 
Borough Council 
shows that the number 
of senior managers 
earning in excess of 
£60,000 a year has 
grown by nearly 50 per 
cent since the Lib 
Dems took control of 
the authority in May 
2007, which has cost 
the taxpayer more 


than a £lm extra each 
year, not including 
bonuses. 

During the same 
period pest control 
services, public toilets, 
Neighbourhood 
Wardens and garden 
waste collections have 
all been cut, and the 
borough council’s 
overall budget has 
shrunk by half. 

Cllr Palethorpe said: 
“I cannot see how the 
administration can 
justify annual council 
tax rises and cuts to 
frontline services 
whilst simultaneously 
spending an extra £lm 
on managers to run a 


shrinking 

organisation. 

“The imbalance 
between managers 
and services must be 
redressed. The 
borough council exists 
to provide services to 
local taxpayers, not to 
chase Government 
targets or keep 
bureaucrats in cushy 
jobs.” 

The Conservatives 
are proposing to freeze 
council tax, invest a 
further £400,000 in 
green waste 
collections and 
£120,000 in 
community centres. 

Cllr Palethorpe 


added: “The public 
have made it very clear 
that services such as 
community centres, 
Neighbourhood 
Wardens and waste 
collections should be a 
priority for the 
council, and that they 
are sick of paying 
more and more in 
council tax each year 
for fewer and fewer 
services. 

“The investment we 
have outlined 
acknowledges this, 
and would help shift 
the council’s focus 
back towards the 
wishes of the 
taxpayer.”

Cash for paying up on time 


TENANTS could be rewarded 
with £250 for paying their rent 
on time. 

A scheme from Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council will see 
tenants with clear rent 
accounts or who are making 
efforts to clear any arrears 
entered into quarterly prize 
draws to win cash prizes to 
encourage tenants to pay their 
rent on time. 

The idea is to reduce the 
amount of money owed to the 
council in rent arrears. For the 
12 months up until April 2009, 
the amount owed was £1.36 
million. 

Similar schemes have proved 
successful and the Audit 
Commission recommends 
them as best practice. 


Only tenants who are up to 
date with their rent or who are 
paying their arrears off regular¬ 
ly can be entered into the draw. 

A drive to encourage more 
tenants to pay by direct debit is 
also being recommended. 

Cllr Sally Beardsworth, cabi¬ 
net member for housing, said: 
“The money we save on chas¬ 
ing payments will hopefully 
more than outweigh the £5,000 
it will cost us to introduce the 
scheme and the additional 
money will be ploughed back 
into improving our housing 
services.” 

If cabinet gives the go-ahead, 
the scheme will be reviewed in 
a year and will be adopted per¬ 
manently if it has been suc¬ 
cessful.

THE county’s roads are 
nothing short of a dis¬ 
grace. Potholes are form¬ 
ing here, there and every¬ 
where on residential 
streets and on main 
routes where thousands 
of cars drive on a daily 
basis to get their children 
to school and to get to 
work. 

I’m not in the least bit 
surprised about the 
amount of money it will 
cost the county council 
to repair the damage 
done by the cold weather. 

For an issue as impor¬ 
tant as road safety, I think 
that repairs to potholes 
should be extremely high 
on the council agenda 
before anyone gets badly 
hurt or damages their 
car. I’m sure when the 
insurance claims come 
in, the council will 
rethink cutting their road 
budgets.

Is a little more thought needed 
before this development starts? 


FOLLOWING the entertaining public 
meeting at Towcester Town Hall on 
Monday evening (Feb 15), I am writing 
this open letter to South 
Northamptonshire Council (SNC). 

There was much, at times heated, 
discussion at the meeting, but detailed 
facts were a little scarce. 

However, I understood that the 
planned development at Moat Lane 
includes approximately 40 new 
dwellings, numerous retail establish¬ 
ments, a hotel, the library, and new 
offices for SNC. 

Also included are, I believe, about 
200 additional car parking spaces. 

One of the stated aims of the new 
development is to attract more people 
to Towcester town centre. 

In order to do this, I think everyone 
who lives or works in Towcester will 
agree, car parking near to the centre 


needs to be improved. The proposed 
move of 180 people from the current 
SNC offices at Springfields, and the 
additional 40 dwellings will, however 
mean that the additional car parking 
spaces are already taken up (like it or 
not, people will continue to travel by 
car). 

Adding to this the proposed addi¬ 
tional shops, offices and hotel, town 
centre parking (and rush hour traffic) 
will be significantly worse than it is 
now. 

One of the reasons given for moving 
the SNC offices to Moat Lane is to pro¬ 
vide an immediate significant occupi¬ 
er in order to encourage prospective 
developers to take on the project. 

If the project is not viable without 
this incentive, it suggests to me that 
there is something fundamentally 
wrong with the plan. Questions I 


would like to hear the answers to 
include: 

■ If the SNC offices move to Moat 
Lane, what will happen to the present 
Springfield site? 

■ What is the total cost of the pro¬ 
posed move, and what is the anticipat¬ 
ed pay-back period if the forecast 
£200k per year saving is achieved? 

The Springfield offices were claimed 
to be state-of-the art when they were 
built, and nationally acclaimed. Are we 
to look forward to, in another 20 years, 
SNC deciding that the Moat Lane 
offices are inadequate and new state- 
of-the-art offices are to be built on the 
Springfield site, which SNC still own 
because a suitable buyer has not been 
found?

What does it take to per¬ 
suade us to swap one brand 
with another? 

Would you swap a brand of 
coffee you prefer to try 
another, which not only 
tastes good to you, but is also 
improving the lives of the 
producer? Would you be pre¬ 
pared to seek out an item of 
clothing that not only feels 
good on your skin, but is 
making the lives of the cot¬ 
ton grower good as well? 

Why not during this 
Fairtrade Fortnight, swap 
your usual brand of, say, tea, 
for a brand that is fairly trad¬ 
ed. 

If the price is a little higher 


than the leading brand of tea, 
then it is justified as the price 
enables the grower to make a 
small profit that will improve 
their children’s life chances. 

If you have not heard of the 
brand of tea, then it is 
because the cost of advertis¬ 
ing is prohibitive and the 
companies concerned 
choose to spend the money 
on projects that will benefit 
the grower’s community. 

If you are worried that the 
product may not be as good, 
then remember that the tea 
plantation will be providing 
tea for different companies, 
but the fair trade company 
pays a fairer price. 

So how about it swap your 
brand for a fortnight and be 
part of a campaign that 
changes the lives of impover¬ 
ished farmers in the develop¬ 
ing world.

Sir suspended for 
sex site business

A TEACHER who ran a hardcore 
pornography website has been 
banned from teaching for six 
months. 

Andrew Miles, a former IT 
teacher at Unity College in 
Northampton, was dismissed 
from his job in 2007 after it was 
discovered that he was ‘actively 
concerned in the running and 
promotion’ of an adult website 
from January to May 2007. 

Appearing in front of the 
General Teaching Council (GTC) 
on Monday Mr Miles was found 


guilty of ‘unacceptable profes¬ 
sional conduct’ and banned from 
teaching for six months. 

A statement from GTC said: “We 
are concerned about the nature 
of Mr Miles’ conduct and his 
actions in running and promot¬ 
ing a pornography website. 

“He has said in his response to 
the council that he no longer runs 
this business and we have no evi¬ 
dence to the contrary. 

“The alleged events were 
around three years ago. 

“We considered whether to con¬ 
clude this case without imposing 
a disciplinary order. However, the 
issues which are raised in this 


case are serious and we have 
decided that a disciplinary order 
is justified. 

“We have decided to impose a 
Suspension Order. This order is 
effective from today’s date and 
will last for a period of six 
months. This is the appropriate 
and proportionate order because 
it reflects our concerns that Mr 
Miles’ conduct is incompatible 
with the behaviour expected of a 
registered teacher.” 

Mr Miles has a right of appeal to 
the Queen’s Bench Division of the 
High Court within 28 days from 
the date he is given notice of this 
Order. 



Brian talks politics as 
he explains his role 

FUTURE politicians in Northampton got a taster 
of the House of Commons when they were visited 
by their MP last week. 

Brian Binley, MP for Northampton South, paid a 
visit to Northampton School for Boys to talk to 
current politics students about the work of a 
Member of Parliament. 

Mr Binley spoke about how he became involved 
in politics, his role as an agent and a county 
councillor before being elected as the MP, the rea¬ 
sons why he was a Conservative and the impor¬ 
tance of traditional values to him. 

He also recognised during his visit the achieve¬ 
ments of the school which recently had 12 
students provisionally accepted to study at Oxford 
and Cambridge on completion of their A-Levels. 

Mr Binley said: “I found it useful to talk to young 
people about issues that matter to them. I think it 
is fantastic that there are young people out there 
who are interested in politics and we should 
encourage that. 

“They had clearly researched me and their 
questions showed a clear direction in their 
thinking. 

“The school should take credit as they are clear¬ 
ly maintaining excellent standards and I was 
absolutely delighted to hear the news that 12 
pupils had been successful in their applications 
to Oxford and Cambridge Universities.” 


Court orders benefit cheats to repay cash 


TWO benefit cheats from 
Northampton have been found 
guilty of claiming nearly £9,000 
dishonestly. 

In two separate cases last 
Friday, Northampton 
Magistrates Court heard that 
Abdirahman Abdow had 
dishonestly claimed more than 
£850 and Pamela Gill had 
dishonestly claimed more than 
£8,000. 

The court heard Mrs Gill, 67, of 
Little Lane, Great Houghton 
plead guilty and she was 
handed a two-year conditional 
discharge and ordered to pay 
£400 costs. She must also 
repay the overpaid benefits. 

Officers working on the case 
uncovered evidence showing 
that Mrs Gill had failed to 
declare she had more than 
£20,000 in savings. 

For four years Mrs Gill had 
been dishonestly claiming 
housing benefit and council tax 
benefit. 

From April 2005 until May 
2009 Mrs Gill dishonestly 
claimed £6,277.66 in housing

benefit and £2,196.03 in council 
tax benefit. 

Mr Abdow, 51, of Clare Street, 
Northampton was found guilty 
in his absence and ordered to 
pay a £350 fine, £50 costs and 
£15 victim surcharge by 
Northampton Magistrates 
Court. He will also repay the 
overpaid benefits. An 
investigation was started in 
October 2009 when the 
Borough Council received 
information that Mr Abdow was 
receiving tax credits that he 
had not declared to the council. 


Officers working on the case 
uncovered evidence showing 
that Mr Abdow had failed to 
declare he had received more 
than £2,000 in tax credits. 

When interviewed under 
caution Mr Abdow admitted he 
knew he should have declared 
the tax credit. For almost seven 
months Mr Abdow had been 
dishonestly claiming council tax 
benefit. From March 2009 until 
November 2009 Mr Abdow 
dishonestly claimed £861.87 in 
council tax benefit. 

Cllr David Perkins, borough 
council cabinet member for 
finance, said: “Benefit fraud is 
stealing money intended to 
help the town’s most vulnerable 
residents. 

“Remember every fraud 
means each resident of 
Northampton has to pay more. 
“This is dishonest and cannot 
be tolerated. Northampton 
Borough Council will continue 
to take action against anyone 
who tries to cheat or scam the 
system to get benefits they 
aren’t entitled to.”

A NEW building at Moat Lane 
could breathe new life into South 
Northamptonshire Council. 

Plans to move from their existing 
location at Springfields in 
Towcester should save the council 
£200,000 per year, but could also 
act as a figurehead in attracting 
companies to the new Moat Lane 
site. 

However, it is still unclear as to 
the future of the current SNC 
headquarters and what would 
happen to the land. 

A spokesperson from the council 


said: “In terms of the existing site, 
we are still not sure what will hap¬ 
pen. We obviously want to get best 
value for the site, because we have 
a duty to the people of the district. 

“The current building is ageing 
and is costing a lot of money to 
maintain. 

“In terms of an energy rating, we 
are a G which is the worst. A new 
building would be much more effi¬ 
cient and would save a lot of 
money. 

“There is, of course, a possibility 
to stay at our current location, but 
it would be cheaper in the long 
term to be in a newer, more 
efficient building. 


“The Moat Lane development is 
one we are very excited about 
because it could change the whole 
district. 

“We feel that as a local authority, 
we can attract people to the devel¬ 
opment as they will see it as a sta¬ 
ble place to operate. 

“We want to attract niche busi¬ 
nesses, like independent clothing 
shops and maybe a micro-brewery 
different from the mainstream 
things you’d see everywhere else.

Northamptonshire Healthcare 
NHS Foundation Trust’s Eating 
Disorder Service treats adults 
experiencing all forms of 
eating disorders from mild to 
severe anorexia nervosa, 
bulimia nervosa and binge 
eating. 

The Trust’s service is run by 
psychologists, nurses, 


occupational therapists and 
dieticians who provide a 
variety of treatments including 
individual therapy and group 
therapy. 

The service is easily 
accessed by GP referrals and 
self-referrals are considered. 

Sally Savage, Consultant 
Clinical Psychologist in eating 
disorder service with 
Northamptonshire Healthcare 
NHS Foundation Trust, said: 
“Eating disorders affect all age 
groups. It is commonly 
reported that young people 
suffer with eating disorders 
but it is not unusual to have an 
eating disorder in middle age. 

“It is important for people 
with eating disorders to 
remember that they are not 
alone, help is available from 


the many treatments available 
from the trust’s eating disorder 
service and that recovery is 
possible. 

“Many people have 
succeeded with treatment 
and are now living healthy 
fulfilling lives.” 

Eating disorders can 
sometimes be difficult to 
understand and 
Northamptonshire Healthcare 
is encouraging people to be 
part of the theme ‘It’s time to 
talk about it’ and do just one 
thing to raise awareness that 
eating disorders are serious 
illnesses, not lifestyle choices. 

Northamptonshire 
Healthcare’s Eating Disorder 
service is open Monday to 
Friday 9am to 5pm at Campbell 
House, Northampton.

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Plan aims to make 
mark on criminals

CRIMINALS preying on homes 
in Delapre have had focus 
turned in their direction as part 
of Operation Guardian this 
month. 

Since the beginning of 
February, police officers and 
members of partner agencies 
have been calling at homes in the 
area, handing out free 
SmartWater Forensic Marking, 
burglary and vehicle crime 
reduction kits. 

A significant number of homes 
have also had security upgrades 
installed by Operation Guardian 
partners, ‘Care & Repair’ fitters. 

As part of the home visits, resi¬ 
dents are being asked what con¬ 


cerns them about living in the 
area. In the last twelve months, 
there have been more than 3,000 
fewer burglary victims as a result 
of this type of project-based work 
in Northampton as a whole. 

Although nearing the end of the 
home visit phase, householders 
on Delapre can still benefit from 
this free service by calling the 
telephone number on the letter 
they will have received. 

Inspector John Mckinney of 
Community Safety, Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police, said: “We have 
already seen a reduction in bur¬ 
glary and vehicle crime in 
Delapre as a result of these home 
visits, compared with the same 
period last year. 

“The latest partner to come on 
board is Trading Standards, who 


for some weeks now have been 
working alongside Police, check¬ 
ing property sold to second-hand 
shops and cash converters for 
any ‘SmartWater’ marking. 

“A schedule to cover the car- 
boot sales across the county is 
taking shape. 

“We intend to reduce the 
rewards for burglars and make it 
very risky for them to operate in 
Northamptonshire”. 

Cllr Paul Varnsverry, 
Northampton Borough Council 
cabinet member for community 
engagement said: “A few simple 
steps to improve security often 
make all the difference in pre¬ 
venting homes and vehicles from 
attracting the unwelcome atten¬ 
tion of criminals looking for an 
easy target.” 


Fire service shares skills with overseas visitors 


A DELEGATION of Palestinian 
firefighters met with the fire and 
rescue service as part of a 
humanitarian charity visit. 

The seven captains from the 
Palestinian Civil Defense, which 
is the national equivalent of fire

Officer, said: “This is an excellent 
opportunity for firefighters from 
both countries to share their 
experiences and specialist skills. 

“A team of firefighters from 
Northamptonshire worked 
closely with the visitors, sharing 
their specialist knowledge and 
demonstrating some of the 
service’s equipment and 
appliances.”

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Work gets 
underway 
on marina

TREES in Becket’s Park are 
being removed to help make 
way for the new marina 
planned for the area. 

The Environment Agency 
started the work last Tuesday 
to help prepare for phase one 
of the Becket’s Park Partner¬ 
ship’s Vision - part of the 
Becket’s Park Masterplan. 

A specialist survey found 
that a large number of trees 
were rotten or posed a safety 
risk because of their location 
or growth. 

Some will be removed to 
reduce crowding and allow 
specimen trees to grow to 
their full potential. 

About 12 will be felled to 
make way for the develop¬ 
ment, including the river 
entrance and facilities build¬ 
ing for the new marina. 

A landscaping plan for the 
site is currently being devel¬ 
oped which will see around 
100 shrubs and trees replant¬ 
ed by the Wildlife Trust at var¬ 
ious locations to compensate 
for the ones being lost at 
Becket’s Park. 

Bird boxes attached to trees 
which are to be felled will be 
relocated to adjacent trees. 

A pre-construction bat sur¬ 
vey has also been carried out 
by a licensed bat ecologist and 
found no evidence of the pro¬ 
tected species or their roosts 
in the trees. 

Environment Agency Water¬ 
ways Engineer Paul Arnold, 
project manager for the 
scheme, said: “The removal of 


the trees is a necessary part of 
the marina development. 
Most of the trees being felled 
are in poor condition or pose 
a risk to people and their 
removal is good tree manage¬ 
ment. 

“New habitats, including 
trees and shrubs, will be cre¬ 
ated to enhance the wildlife 
value of the site during the 
landscaping phase of the 
project. 

“The marina project is an 
exciting scheme which will 
regenerate this area of North¬ 
ampton. 

“It will significantly increase 
the numbers of boats travel¬ 
ling to and staying in North¬ 
ampton and will encourage 
people to see the waterfront 
as an attractive and appealing 
destination.” 

Phase one of the project will 
see a marina created on the 
site, with 80 moorings and 
new habitat formed to benefit 
wildlife. 

The project is being under¬ 
taken by the Becket’s Park 
Partnership, made up of the 
Environment Agency, North¬ 
ampton Borough Council, the 
River Nene Regional Park and 
Northamptonshire County 
Council. 

It is being funded by West 
Northamptonshire Develop¬ 
ment Corporation, Northam¬ 
ptonshire County Council and 
the Environment Agency with 
support from Northampton¬ 
shire Enterprise Limited. 

It is expected that the moor¬ 
ings will attract boaters using 
the Grand Union Canal to 
travel towards the Fens of East 
Anglia.

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Let there be Market Square lights

WORK on lighting up the town's Market 
Square begins today. 

More than £300,000 of LED lights will be 
installed on the buildings surrounding the 
square to help make the area a real focal point, 
even on the darkest evenings. 

The Northampton Borough Council scheme 
is part of ongoing enhancements and overall 
regeneration of the town centre. 

The events space has proved to be a success¬ 
ful venture in 2009, bringing more than fifty 
events to Northampton during the Spring and 
Summer months, and now lighting the market 
square will allow events to take place in the 
evening. 

The market square lighting project has been 
funded by West Northamptonshire Develop¬ 
ment Corporation (WNDC) and Northampton¬ 
shire County Council is project managing the 
installation. The majority of the works are 
scheduled for completion in March. 

WNDC also confirmed a further £80,000 of 
funding, which will allow additional works to 
go-ahead, including coloured illumination of 
the alleyways entering the square. 


The coloured mounted lights will be operated 
remotely and can be programmed to change 
colour at the touch of a button - red and white 
for St George’s day and green for St Patrick’s 
day. The energy efficient LED technology will 
use less power than the ten lamps currently on 
the Market Square. LEDs don’t need replacing 
for up to 25 years. 

Cllr Richard Church, cabinet member for 


planning and regeneration, said: “People of 
Northampton have been attracted back into 
the town centre by family activities, specialist 
markets, and various concerts but we have 
been restricted to daytime events. 

“This project is extremely exciting because it’s 
creating the opportunity for exciting events to 
take place in the evening - the borough coun¬ 
cil is committed to making Northampton a 


vibrant and appealing place to visit, day or 
night.” 

Roger Mendonca, WNDC’s chief operating 
officer, said “This scheme will use cutting edge 
technology to showcase the historic surround¬ 
ings of the Market square. It is just one of many 
investments we are making in Northampton, 
helping to support an even more attractive, 
bustling and thriving town centre.”

A NEW service for diabetic 
patients is to be re-launched on 
Monday.

Cara’s out to show 
there’s more to folk 
than some think... 


FOLK music star Cara Dillon comes from a 
musical family. The singer is due to perform 
at Royal & Derngate next month. 

Herald &Post reporter LAWRENCE JOHN 
caught up with her. 


THE live show for Cara Dillon is 
all part of the folk tradition. 

The Irish singer, who scooped 
the coveted Best Album prize in 
the recent BBC Radio 2 Folk 
Awards, will be taking to the 
stage at Royal & Derngate on 
Friday, March 26. 

Born in 1975 in Dungiven, 
County Derry, she was brought 
up in a close musical family. 

At 14 years old she won the All 
Ireland Traditional Singing 
Trophy and then she went on to 
sing with Oige, De Dannan and 
then Equation. 

It was in this band she met her 
husband and musical collabora¬ 
tor Sam Lakeman. 

Their original songs sit happily 
alongside the traditional, whilst 
pointing to a distinct and distin¬ 
guished musical identity all of 
their own. 

Cara said: “Folk music is not 
jumpers and beads. 

“I would describe the music as 
contemporary folk. 

“I have been singing since I was 
knee high but becoming a singer 


was never a conscious decision 
for me. 

“I grew up in a small town in 
Northern Ireland and it kind of 
developed from there as I started 
singing as a teenager. 

“Every step I took was a step 
forward as I was achieving what I 
wanted in my career. 

“I never set out to do anything 
in particular. 

“I love my music, especially 
because of my background of 
folk music and traditional songs. 

“Seeing a live performance is a 
big part of what I do.” 

She spoke of the way country 
music, like folk music, had 
changed with a group like the 
Dixie Chicks and had helped 


make modern country music 
cool. 

Cara was keen to get across the 
fact you should not be ashamed 
of your heritage whatever that 
encompasses.

A NEW hero has emerged as the 
face of services at 
Northamptonshire County 
Council. 

The authority has been speaking 
with members of the public about 
what council services are most 
important to them as part of the 
‘You Choose’ campaign and tak¬ 
ing photos of those who provided 
feedback. 

The images have been used by 
local artist Daxa Parmar to create a 
photomosaic of a hero, inspired by 
local graphic novelist Alan Moore, 
the creator of Watchmen and V for 
Vendetta.

Who’s Bad? Well, certainly not this 
Michael Jackson tribute act which 
appeared at the Royal & Derngate 
on Tuesday. 

Having been a teenager in the 80s I 
grew up listening to Michael Jackson 
although I would never have 
described myself as a fan. Yet there 
was something magical about reliv¬ 
ing Jackson’s hits presented by the 
Who’s Bad band, an American trib¬ 
ute act currently touring Britain.

Taalib York definitely had all the 
Jacko moves with the signature 
moonwalk down to a T and came 
into his element in the second half 
with his excellent renditions of clas¬ 
sic 80s tracks such as ‘Billy Jean’, 
‘Thriller’ and ‘Who’s Bad’. 

No tribute band is anything with¬ 
out good musicians behind them 
and in the case of the Who’s Bad 
band they were amazing.

THE new Polo GTI has been unveiled, 
promising to be the fastest, most 
focussed and cleanest performance 
Polo yet produced. 

The original performance variant of 
the Polo was unveiled in 1986 in the 
form of the G40 Coupe - a car that mixed 
a fast-revving, supercharged engine with 
a low kerbweight and sharpened 
responses. 

Fast forward 24 years and the new Polo 
GTI bears similarities with the G40. 

At its heart is a 1.4-litre TSI engine that 
uses a supercharger from idle through to 
3,000 rpm at which point the tur¬ 
bocharger cuts in to provide boost.

47 mpg on the combined cycle while 
emitting just 139g/km of C02. 

The TSI engine is linked to a compact 
seven-speed, twin-clutch DSG gearbox. 

In addition, the Polo GTI is fitted with 
an electronic cross-axle traction control 
system for improved traction and han¬ 
dling. 



In order to sharpen responses, the Polo 
GTI is fitted with new springs and 
dampers which results in a lower ride 
height than the conventional Polo. 

Like its Golf GTI sibling, the Polo GTI 
features significant aesthetic changes. 

There’s a new front bumper, a honey- 
combe grille with horizontal red strips 


and a simple GTI badge. New headlight 
units complete with the option of LED 
running lights lend the Polo GTI an 
imposing new look. 

At the back a new rear bumper features 
a small diffuser and a pair of chrome- 
tipped exhausts. 

The Polo badge is replaced by a ‘GTI’ 
version. 

Finally, a set of 17-inch wheels identi¬ 
cal to those fitted to the Golf GTI are fit¬ 
ted along with a set of red brake cal¬ 
lipers. 

The changes continue inside with 
revised dials, a new, flat-bottomed GTI 
steering wheel complete with small 
gearshift paddles and contrasting red 
stitching, aluminium pedals and new, 
heavily bolstered front sports seats fin¬ 
ished in tartan trim.

DYLAN Hartley says there was never 
any danger of him leaving 
Northampton Saints due to his pride 
in being club captain after signing a 
new contract with the club. 

England hooker Hartley becomes the 
11th player to pen a new deal at 
Franklin’s Gardens since the turn of the 
year as the Saints continue to build 
their side for next season. 

He is now determined to repay lim 
Mallinder and Dorian West for giving 
him the opportunity to lead the side 
and is thoroughly enjoying it. 

“Captaining this club makes me 
prouder than I can possibly explain so 
there was never any danger of me not 
re-signing,” he said. 

“Saints have supported me, stood by 
me, helped me to grow up and lim and 
Dorian very publicly put a huge 
amount of faith in me by making me 
the captain of the club and I want to 
repay that trust and support.” 

Despite being just 23, Hartley is 
already one of Northampton’s longest 
serving players. He made his debut in 
2005 and this season racked up his one 
hundredth appearance in the green, 
black and gold.

Conservatives have announced 
plans to make Britain more 
family-friendly by changing 
the tax and benefits system 
and providing an army of extra 
health visitors. 

After 13 years of Labour 
government the UK is one of the 
least family-friendly countries in the 
developed world.
